ACTION TU R&COVER DAMAGES, 

Sir Edmund Hornby has been occupied 
some time in the Supreme Court at Shang- 
hai, with the ‘case uf Chang Van Ho and 
others v. The China Navigation Company. 
1t wasa claim to recover damages instituted 
on behalf of Chang Van Ho, owner of the 
juak 4. ung Chuen ; Jon Fho Sun, owner of 
cargo on board; and of the crew, against 
the’ British 8.8. Tunsin and against the 
China Navigation Company, Limited, the 
owners of the steamship Tunsin, interven- 
ing. The amount of damage claimed was 
not mentioned in the petition, but bail had 
been given for the Tunsin to the extent of 
Tis, 26,000, : 

The Petition on behalf -of tho’ plaintiffa 
was 96 follows i— : i 

L—The late junk or vessel Hung Chuen, 
of about 6,000 piouls capacity, and manned 
and navigated by a crew of 17 ‘hands, all 
told left Shib-rh-way on the 19th day of 
the 9th moon of the lat year of Kwang-su, 
with two passengers and a cargo of 4,000 
bags of salt--of 104 catties a bag-—-bound to 
Changas, ‘The said junk was then and at
